Eighty-sizxth Annual Convention of the
Protostant Eplscopal Church of the Dio-
cene of Pennsylvania—Third Day's Pro-
ceedinmgs,

Al 5 oclock yesterday atternoon the conven-
tion reassembled in Bt. Andrew's Church. The
following Standing Committee was clected: —

Clerical delegates—Reve. Dr.Morton,Dr. Howe,
Pr. Hare, Dr.Goodwin,and Dr. Walson. Lay dele-

ates—Richard 8. Smith, W, F. Grifiiths, Thos.

tobbins, John Bohlen, and John Olayton.

S0 much of the address of the Right Reverend
the Bishop of the Diocese as concerned Lhe con-
stitution of the new diocese was referred toa
cominittee consisling of the Rev. E. A. Foggo,
Rey. J. A, Harrig, and Mesers, Charles R. King,
William Welsh, and Charles ;. Cooper.

The Rev. G. Emlen Hare, D. D., profossor in
the Divinlty S8chool, Philadelphia, presented and
read the report of the Committee on the Altera-
tions of Covone. This was a lengthy document,
of which the main purpose was the codification
of the law of the Charch In the Diocese of Penn
svivania,

“Rev. Mr. SBaul moved that the report be
printed, and that the further consideration be
postponed for the present, which was agreed tLo.

Judge Franklin presented the report of the
Committee on the Endowment Fuud of the new
diocese, to be read by the secretary.

The report stated that the sum of £38 000 had
been pledged for the purpose named. It also
contained resolntions looking to a division of
the funds of the diocese, one-half of all diocesan
funds not restricted from allenation being asked
for,

Rev. W. W. Bronson offered n resolution that
n copy of the minutes of the resolutions passed
at the morning session in referonce to the death
of Judge Conyngham should be sent to the

amily of the deceased, and to the rector, war-
dene, snd vestry of 8t. Stephen's Chureh,

Wilkesbarre. Carried.

On motion, the convention adjourned till
nine o'clock this morning,

THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVESTION THIS
MORNING.

The convention met pursuant to order at 9 A,
M. Morning prayor was read by the Rev. W,
P. Orrick, rector of Bt. John's Church, York,
and the Rev. Johr Bolton, rector of Holy Trini-
ty, West Chester.

The convention was called to order by the
Rev. Dr. Howe. The secretary called the nnmes
of the clergymen and lay delegates who had not
yet responded. The minutes of the laet mestiag
were read and approved,

Invitations from the Bonrdsof Managers of the
House of Hefuge and of the Deal and Duamb
Asylum (o the convention to visit those instito-
tions were received and accepted with thanks.

Three churches not having reported for three
years, were on motion declared not entitled to
representation in the convention.

iev. Mr. Brongon offered a resolution in re-
ard to printed notices in the vestibule enjolu-
ng sllence during Divine service.

The President stated that the order of the day
was the election of deputies to the General
Conventlon, and named as tellers of the clerical
vote the Rev. Alfred Abel, the Rev. John Bolton,
and the Rev. Charles Fisher; as tallers of the
Iny vote, Mesars. Montgomery, Willlam Buehler,
and W, W, Frazer,

The House proceeded to ballot.

Rev. Dr. Hare moved that the Committec on
City Miselons have leave to meet during the
sessions of the House in the vestry-room of the
clht:lrch for the transaction of business, Car-
ried.

Tue Committee on Charters asked and ob-
tained leave to mect during the sessions of con-
vention,

Mr. G. W. Hunter offered the following reso-
lation:—

Resolecd, That the Rev, Dr, Hare, the Rev, Dr,
Paret, Mr. Thomas Rolins, Mr, William Welsh, Mr.
T, E. FFranklin, and Mr. H. 8. Goodwln, together
with the secretary and treasurer of the convention,
be a committee to conslder the claims of the pro-
posed new diocese 50 a portion of the Eplscopal fund,
with power to mnake an equitable division of sach
part of the sald fand the income af which 18 not)e-
stricted to the dlocese having Philadelphia within its
Hmits, The sald committee to report lts action to
the next convendon.

Rev. Mr. Shiras seconded the resolution. He
regretted that any amusement should have been
expressed at the propesition to divide the dio-
cesan funds, and attribated it to the wording of
the resplution. He was sure that there was the
kindest feeling towards those who were goiug
out. He hoped the funds would be shared.

Rev. Dr. Paret hoped that nothing wonld
occur atthis last session Lo mar Its harmony,
He referred to tbe deliberationg that had pre-
ceded the oﬁarlnﬁ of the proposition. e
thought justice and brotherly Kindness were by
po means opposed, nnd trusted that the Diocese
of Penpsylvanin would not be the first to allow
a new dlocese to be formed withous help from
the parent diocese. lle cited the example of
New York as a precedent for the course to bs
pursued in division.

Rey. Dr. Goodwin was quite ready Lo meet
the appeal on the ground of generosity, and
lhougﬂt it had better be put there; but justice
must be remembered, and it would not do to be
generous with what was not theirs. He under-
stood that the Bishop bad given his conseant to
the formation of the new diocese on coundition
that a fifty thousand dollars endowment fund
should be raised.

Rev. Leighton Coleman corrected the state-
ment; the Bishop had impoesed no conditions.

Dr. Goodwinaceepted the correction and con
tinped: —There was no occasion to look at tha
question in the light of law, bul, as he had sald,
in that of fraternal kindnoess.

The Rev. Edmund Leaf, of Bt. Michael's
Church, Birdsboro, having spoked on the same
subject, the resolution cameé up for considera-
tion.

At this polnt the lay vote for deputies to the
General Convention was announced by the tel-
lers. Number of votes cast, 113; necesssary toa
cholce, 57, The followlng gentlemen received
votes in excess of the specified number:—Rev,

While Judge Thayer was speaking the Right

Reversnd the Bishop of the diocese entered and took
his seat.

Only those who #it in the Rishop's seal know how
important it s to have all these polnta of law eon-
ocerning the rights of those two
A thorough m-mm yent many of the
troubles which result un!nmnammo! righta
on elther one slde or the other,

To the duly constituted ministry is Intrusted three
personal rights—The right to preach the Word, the
right to sdminiater the sacraments, and the right to
lend the werihip of the people.

The power to preach was given by our Lord Him.
self to the Aposties, This I8 the great end of the
Christinn ministey, If wo say that the coaditions
otrri)remhlng are altersd o our day we fall into a
serious error. It I8 sald that the preaching of a
former day was 0 awaken men, but now It Is
directed mainly towaras those who are ia the
Charch., A change of style ja therefore thought to
be reached I we agree to this we place lofant
baptism abeve preaching,

f & minister hears error preached from his puiplt
and failsa to notice it the resalts of the error are
chargeable upon him,

The priestly work, or thoe right to administer the
pacraments, 18 the secomd polnt. The sacraments
are fountains of merey placed under the charge of
+0d's ministers, and it 18 thelr special oMce to dis.
pense them rightly. In infant baptism the Judgment
of the minister s reguired in the mattor of god-pa-
rents, and he Is required to sec that infans baptism
i not deferred for too great a longth of timoe alter
birth, This eversight 18 especlally necessary at the
present day, when so many frivoloas excoses are
glven for a postponement of the daty,

In the matter of the administration of the Lord's
Supper, the minister Is required to duly advertise
the time of oclebration, and see that no unworthy

reONE pariake of the sacrament, The minister
a8 the right to repel from toe communion those
who are notorious evil-livers, those who uave done
ADY Open wrong to a nelghbor, or those who live in
hate oT their brother,

The exercise of this oMce of the keys should only
beé exercizad after due deliheration and advertise-
ment, Many serious difficalties have arlsen from
an injudicjous use of the power given to the
minister,

The minister has the right to omit the sign of the
Crokd in baptism, bot has po right to any oth i word
or words from the service, and auny guch omissions
Are an excess of priestly anthority

The next point I8 the Hturgleal right, or the right
o lead the worship of the congregation. In the
matter of the snperintendence of churoh musle, the
minister has a spocial right. It {s his right and duty
Lo suppress all unseemiy tunes, voluntaries, and in-
terludes, and with his declsions no musle committee
¢an Interfere. We are gradoally working up to a
velter standard of devotional music, but we cannot
reach It until many of the tune-books pow In use (o
our cholrs are ruled out,

The daty of the minlster to catechize the chlldren
I8 lmportant, The spirit of the rabrics concernliug
the private lustruction of the ehlldren by the minis-
ter 18 fully carried out {I It |8 seen that proper in-
struction IS given at home, and when the ehildren
are gathered into the churah and publicly inseracted
by 1be pastor. The Church holds the clergy respon-
eible for the Instruction of the chlidren, and If he
secs that the end |8 carried ont it 18 all that 18 re-
quired, The infringementlof the laity should, how-
ever, be guarded sganst when It publicly comes
between the pastor and the children ln the Sanday-
gchool, That institution I8 very weil, and 18 excel-
ient when preperly superintended by tne minlster.

The matter of the power of refusing the burial
office by the c.':erg{ has lately been brought 1ot
prominent nolice. 1o the case of sulcldes and thase
who have publicly placed themselves ontslde of the
pale of the Charch the clergy have the rignt to re-
fuse the uge of a service intended for the children
of the Church, Dat ‘tshonld he sesn that all cases
refused are so notorlously out of the pale as that
there will be no doubt lu the mind of any oae.

The nse of the chnreh building 18 a right of the
clergy fur anything pertainiug to charch watters,
al?ulll‘ lt his no Interierence should ever e made by
the lnity,

The salary of the rector |8 also a right of the
clergy., A vestry have npo right to cut down the
Balary of a minister, when they wish to force him to
res'gn, This 18 a mean and paity trick, aad the
husiuess men eltting as vealrymen would not dare
to act in this manner to one of toalr own namber,

Un the other slde of the subject the righta of the
laity 18 next o be considered.

In the carly times the lalty had many rights
which they hive not now, they haviog buen gradi-
ally withdrawn elther by customn or by speclal
synodical action,

I'ne lsity 1o the Church in our conntry stand on
higher ground than they do In any other country.
This custom Dr. Fusey speaks of as ao unhappy
precedent.

There statements have been compietely refuted
by the learned Bishop of Maryiand, who has shown
that we have not adopted wony unknowa precedent,
and that we have procecded according to laws held
Lo since the Church was first formed o Jerasalem.
The rights of the lalty in the American Chureh are
bused on God's Word, the ok of Common Prayer,
and ecclesiastic night.

Various parts of the service are the pecullar right
of the people. The clergyman can 80 arrange the
setvice as 10 exclude the lalty. When such por-
tiona are given to a cholr In such 8 manner ag to ex-
clude the copgregation, it {8 an Infringemcnt of
right. While | desire to see a more caltivate muosi-
cal taste In a congregation, I do not wish it to be
had at the expense of devolion,

Respecting the choral gervice, T wish it distinetly
nnderstood that I heartlly approve of it under cer-
taln clrecumstances, The music shouald, however,
be made susservient to devotion, But where there
are but one or two churches o atown, those who
wish to unite in & spoken gervios shoald not be pre-
vented by the giviog to a cholr the portion {ntended
aaE-cluly for the whole congregation.

very person who by by baptism becomes a4 mem
berof our Charen 18 entitled to everyth'ng which
the word Protestant expresses, Itis in this Faruuu-
lar that the la‘ty have thelr most especial rights,
Their right 1s especially to combat and refute any-
thing which may tend to carry back our Charch to
the errors of Rome. The rights of the lalty cannot
be interfered with by the clergy.

It bas been declared over and over agaln, how-
ever, that the vestry or private Individusis have no
right to interfere with the rector concernlog the
warner in which he copducts publiec worship, ‘The
whole Church gives the rector his rights, and no
luyman or Loy of laymen can deprive him of
them,

But when the rector by preaching or the naa of
symbols {ucnleates Injurions or heretical doctrine,
the vestry have 8 remedy which 18 the presentment
of the offender to the Bishop or tha authority of the
Chareh. This 18 thelir canonical right, but they are
not the ulthoate judges of the truth or error of the
doctrine tsught., They can put the pdetor on his
trial ouly.

1 have po sympathy with those who pat the word
of & bishop or priest beforg them us & rule of con-
doget, This i not in accordance with the catholic
spirit which should guide all pations, The layman
should put hiumbly belleve everything which 18 pat
before them by a preacher, But they shoold ex-
ercise good judgmest, They spoold mot belleve
every spirit, but should the spirits whether they
be of God or men, Here then 18 the rale of action
a8 to how far the laylty are to follow tle preaching
of the clergy. ‘T'he teachings of the clergy are, how-
ever, 10 be recelved with respect, and well oon-
sidered, because they come from men who have
i-tl-.(-n et apart by the judgment of the best in the
Church,

In connection with this subject of lay rights,
ocomes up the question can a minlster be dis misssd
hy a vestry? Whether the rector or people can take
the mtlative for the dissolution of tlea 1o cases of
dieuity. The matier 18 to ba referred (o the bishop
#s sole arbiter, A rector, with the conseot of the
bishop, o cases of diMcully, candissolve his rela-
tous with a church. A charch with the consent
of Its rector can dissolve the relations,

A vestry eannotl dismiss a restor without his con-
gept without puilting themselves lu opposition to the
ecclesinstival authority’ but they can 4o so with the
cousent of that autherity, which {5 the blshop, Thls
e on the same ground a8 where it 1a held that a mio-
{ster eaunol of of his own accord dissolve his pasto-
tul relations withoat the couseal of the eccleslusti-
cal authority sf the bishop. If be does 8o, he lays
himeelf open to the censure of the Church,

11 the power of the lalty I8 8o great, it ls import-
ant thet the power should be exercised with disore-
tion, It 's very Important that all who compose the
luity dhould be comiunicanta in good standing in
the Church, The lay 2delegates to the conventions
should especially be the best men. The luymen
shou!d so inform themselves on the sabjects of
Church history and law that they may be able to
legislate Wiscly on the various lssucs which will
sonner or later ggitate the Churoh.

iI'he Churclies of other ¢ountries are silently watch-
ng oar experiments, Following our lead, we wiil
so0n see the Ohorches of Hogland and Scotland to-
Lally reorganized, They will in u few years be sapa-
rated from gll dependence upon the support of the
diate, The lamy will obtain the rights which

The Dolngs of n Facettous RufMan—A Bit
of Fun with a Colored Man—Alleged Ont-
rageons Conduct of a Policeman.

This morning a gentleman residing in the
upper section of the city appeared before Mayor
Fox, and made complaint of the action of one
of the police oflicers of the Reventh district,
who is reported to be of rather a desperate char-
ncter. The stery of the complainant is to the
effect that he has in his employ a cart driver, a
negro man. A few days ago, as the driver was
golng down Green streel, below Second,with his
cart, he was accosted by a fellow who had in his
bhand a large tame soake. The man jumped
on to the cart, and, for a bit of fun, wouand the
reptile around the colored man's neck. The
negro did not ke this proceeding, and prosest-
ing mildly, removed the snake, when the face-
tious fellow put it on again. This ope-
ration was  repeated two or thres
times much 1o the delight of
a crowd of bummers who wera standing
around. Finally, the negro and the man eame
to o stroggle in the eart, which ended in thelr
both falling Into the street. The negro was
getling the worst of the contest, when John
Male, who resides on Front street, below Green,
and who s reported to be a cownrdly rufhan,
came up, and seeing how things were, lostead
of l:elring the colored man fell upon him and
beat bim in the most shameful manner,

A policeman came up about this time, and,
strange to say, arrested the darkey, but on the
remonstrance of a pumber of gentlemen he
allowed the negro to go free. The latter then
went to Green etreet wharf for a load of sand,
and while there the policeman reappeared and
rearrested him. He was taken before an alder-
man, held in 8500 ball, and fined $250. But
the most curlons part of the story 12 that one of
the gang who were active in persecuting the
negro went his ball, with a view to hush the
matter up. The negro is very badly hurt. Tie
matter ought to be lnvestigated.

A PrisoNpr EscaAres vroM THE S8ECOND
DisTricr 8rarion Houvse.—A prisoner namad
MeCormick, wbo had been committed to the
S8econd Distriet Station House, by Alderman
Moore, for the larceny of a pair of shoes from
MeCormick's #hoe store, No. 636 North Fifih
street, made his escape a short time after his
incarceration yesterday afterncon. The fellow,
when he was placed in the cell, no doabt
noticed that the door of the adjoining one was
standing open, that being the practice, in order
to secure goed ventilation, The prisoner worked
away al the ceiling under the water-closet. He
suceeeded in removing a large square of it, and
climbing up, crawled along between the ceiling
and the floor above to the cell the door o
which was open. He proceeded in the same
manner with this, and his labors were success-
ful, for he made good his escape. The conse-
quence of this will be that the doors of all the
cells, whether occupied or not, will be required
to be bolted. The walls and cellinga of thws
station are of very frail material, and the atten
tion of the Police Commitiee Lias been frequently
called to the matter.

By the treaty of
peace just signed. he has ngreed to a redustion
of the war indemnpity by half a milliard of francs,
Congequently, the Germans receive immediately
French bonds for four and a balf milliards of
{rancs, psyable within one year, and endorsed
by French and German bankers. The bond is
convertible into stocks or consols, whichever
tiermany may prefer. Two milliards of franca
have been already taken by Baron Rothschild
and Baron Erlinger, the French bankera, and by
Herr Hahp, Germnan banker. Immediately on
the ratification of the Lreaty a majority

German Forces Will Leave France,
